*TOA. The provisions of Chapter VI of Part VI of the Constitution 
shall apply to the High Court in relation to the exercise of its jurisdiction

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Pondicherry (Administration) Act, 1962 (49 of 1962) provides inter 
alia for extension of the jurisdiction of the High Court at Madras to the Union 
territory of Pondicherry with effect from the 6th November, 1962. Section 10 
of the said Act provides that the High Court at Madras shall have, in respect 
of Pondicherry, all such jurisdiction as under the law in force immediately be¬ 
fore the appointed day was exercisable in respect of the former French Estab¬ 
lishments by the Cour de Cassation, the Cour Superieur d’ Arbitrage and the 
Conseil d’ Etat of France. However, the Act does not' expressly provide for the 
application of Chapter VI of Part VI of the Constitution to the High Court of 
Madras with respect to administrative control over the subordinate judiciary in 
the Union territory of Pondicherry. 

2. It is proposed to insert a new section in the Act to provide that the 
provisions of Chapter VI of Part VI of the Constitution shall apply to the High 
Court at Madras in relation to the exercise of its jurisdiction over the Union 
territory with effect from the 6th November, 1962. 

3. The Bill seeks to achieve the above said object.
